ITS DOORS 


SEVEN YEARS AFTER the idea was first 
mooted and three and a half years after 
work on the project began, the new £65 
million Foyleside Shopping Centre officially 
opens its doors to the Derry public on 
Monday morning next. The 230,000 square 
foot sales centre, on three levels, will offer 
the local public a complete new commercial 
heart, all under one roof. 


‘The centre, which will be the 
second largest shopping complex 
in Northern [reland behind Belfast 
Castle Court, is the latest in a long 
line of developments which have 
significantly uplifted the face of 
Derry 


Anchor tenants Matks and 
Spencer were persuaded to come 
to Derry by former Northern 
Ireland Minister, Richard 
Needham, and they, along with 
Dunnes Stores, will be the biggest 
tenants in the centre. Indeed the 
Marks and Spencer store will take 
up in excess of 75,000 square feet, 
while Dunnes wall amass 57,000 
square (vet
